THE LEGISLATURE. 
A General Syeepsis of the Work 
se far Accomplished. 
é. Carson Crry, January 15. 

Ep. Gazetre.-Monday the opening of 
the second week brought the mem- 
bers into their respective houses with 
smiling countenances, as if the two 
days of rest, had been of great 
benefit to them after the first 
week of hard legislative work. Both 
houses settled dawn to good work this 
week and agocdly amount of busi- 
ness has been transacted thus far. 
The acquaintance gained by the as- 
sociation of members and clerks is at 
once pleasant and has a tendency to 
facilitate the business of the Legisla- 
ture, and the care taken and prompt- 
ness in action, promises that this ses- 
sion will be of considerable importance 
and benefit to our State. 

LEGISLATION. 

A number of bills have been intro- 
duced in both houses, and the follow- 
ing is a review of the important 
measures : 

Senate Bill, NO. 7, amends the Act 
relative to re-districting the State of 
Nevada, and provides for the salaries 
for District Judges, and the appoint- 
ment of a Judge to reside in Pioche, 
Lincoln County, and provides for four 
instead of three as now. The salaries 
are apportioned accordingly among 
the several counties, the bill to take 
effect immediately after its passage. 

Senate Bill, No. 9, provides for the 
decent interment of any ex-Union sol- 
diers, sailors or marines, who may 
hereafter die without having sufficient 
means to defray expenses, also directs 
the payment of thecost of interment 
and the proper marking of the grave. 

Senate Bill, No. 10, provides for the 
qualifications of District Attorneys of 
the several counties in the State. 

Senate Bill, No. 12, provides for the 


holding of a special election to be held 
on the llth day of February, 1880, for 
the purpose of submitting to the voters 
all proposed. 

AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION, 


Giving the forms of proclamation, bal- 
lots, etc. 

Assembly bill No. 5, if passed, re- 
peals the act requiring partners trans- 
acting business in the State to file cer- 
tificates of partnership. 

Assembly Dill No. 6 provides for the 
consolidation of certain county officers, 
viz: In counties where the vote was 
at the last election not leas than 900 or 
more than 1,350 votes for member of 
Congress, the Sherif shall act as ex- 
officio Assessor, the County Clerk as 
ex-otficio County Treasurer and the 
County Recorder as ex-officio Auditor; 


also provides for the salaries, fees and 


the employment and pay of deputies 
Asesmbly bill No. 7 provides for the 
punishment of any one who takes a 
female under the age of eighteen years 
for the purpose of prostitution, or for 
the purpose of marriage, without the 
consent of father, mother or guardian ; 
enveighs or entices an unmarried fe- 
male of chaste character into a house 
of ill-fame, assignation or elsewhere, 
for the purpose of prostitution, takes 
or detains a woman for such purpose. 
Provision is made for 


IMPRISONMENT AND 


Assembly bill No. 8 is a similar pro- 
vision, setting out the conditions of 


rape by force, drugs or in any manner 
against consent; also provides for the 
punishment, fine and imprisonment. 

Assembly bill No. 13 is an act to ex- 
empt certain persons from serving as 
trial jurors, making the age at 65 years. 
Assembly bill No. 17 is an act au- 
thorizing and requiring the State Land 
Register to select 40,000 acres of the 
public lands within the State of Ne- 
vada for Washoe county, fixing the 
price thereof at ten cents and the fee 
for selecting. now authorized by law, 
for the benefit of water storage and ir- 
rigating purposes in-Washoe county. 
Assembly bill No. 18 authorizes the 
Board of Commissioners of Washoe 
county to provide for the storage and 


DISTRIBUTION OF WATER, 


The issuance and redemption of bonds 
for the payment thereof, placing the 
figures at $100,000, bonds to run for 30 
years, interest at 4 per cent. per 
annum. The bill also provides for the 
purchase of water rights, sites for res- 
ervoirs, dams, etc., also for levying a 
tax each year sufficient for the pay- 
ment of the interest, the taking up of 
the bonds, the ascertaining of the 
number of irrigating ditches in the 
county, and providing for the collec 
tion of water dues, rents, ete. It is as 
yet too early to arrive at any expres- 
sion as regards the last two measures, 
as they have just been introduced, and 
opinions have not been arrived at.

PENNSYLVANIA DUTCH. 


Native-Born Americans Who Cling to the 
Customs of Their Fathers. 

It isnot generally known, even by people 
who have visited America, that there is in 
Pennsylvania, very near the cities of Phila- 
delphia and New York, ‘a population of 
more than two million inhabitants which is 
in many respects strangely like what its 
rural ancestors were in Germany more than 
two centames ago. Some years since, says 
the Boston Transcript, there were to be seen 
in a shop in Philadelphia several large books 
of Lutheran devotion, in the type and spell- 
ing of 1440, bound in deeply-stamped white 
vellum, with heavy brass clasps. They did 
not look like imitations of old books, they 
seemed to be the thing itself ;’’ but the date 
was recent. “They are for the Pennsylva 
nia Dutch,” sad the. bookseller, “They 
would not believe that the Lord would hear 
them if they prayed to Him out of a modern 
book. And those books, as you see them, 
have been printed and bound in that style 


for nearly two hundred years for the Penn- | 


sylvania Dutch market, just as they were 
printed for their. ancestors during the 
Reformation.” 

There is probably no more striking in- 
stance of conservatism to be found any- 
where in Europe than this; but the spirit 
manifested by the worthy “ Dutchmen’’ is 
carried out by them consistently in every 
thing else. “Follow thy father, good son, 
and live as thy father before thee has done,“ 
is their golden rule of life. Firstly, they 
always speak among themselves a singular 
patois called Pennsylvania Dutch, from the 
word Deutsch. ‘dt belongs,“ says Dr. 
Bausman, in his edition of the poems of Dr. 
H. Harbuugh, “to the South Germans 
dialects,“ and, while partaking of all, it is 
most closely allied to the Pfalzisch’’—that 
is, to the Rhine German of the Palatinate. 
In the valley of the Susquehanna, and be- 
yond the Alleghany, it is much mingled 
with English. Farther in the west we find 
in it traces of Scottish, Irish, Swedish and 
French It is specially remarkable in its 
having retained great numbers of old and 
curious German words, such as are now to 
be heard only in the remotest places of the 

atherland. We find the influence of the 
unchangeable English article the in der. 
Thus a man will say: “ Hen—scherr der 
blind Gaul uf, mer welle uf der markt 
fahre“ —I. e.: “Henry, harness the blind 
horse; we will go to market!“

Macaulay once said that if, by any possible 
chance, all the copies of “Paradise Lost“ 
and the ‘‘Pilgrim’s Progress“ in existence 
were destroyed, he could write both 
out again, complete, from recollection. When 
O'Connell made his motion in 18% for the 
repeal of the union, Mr. Tennant, member 
of Parliament for Belfast, delivered a speech 
lasting for three and a half hours, full of fig- 
ures and calculations, entirely from mem 
ory, in which he trusted so completely thay 
he seut the manuscript of his speech to the 
newspapers before he delivered it. His 
confidence was not misplaced, for the ora- 
tion was spoken without a single mistake, 
or even a momentary hesitation. Another 
Irish M. P., Mr. Robert Dillon Brown, mem- 
ber for Mayo, had the same useful faculty. 
He would dictate a speech to an amanuensis, 
and twenty-four hours afterwards, without 
looking at it or thinking of the matter in 
the meantime, could repeat it word for 
word. Woodfall, editor of the Morning 
Chronicle, and brother of Junius’ publisher, 
was able to report accurately in the morn- 
ing the debate of the previous evening with- 
out taking any notes. some cases the 
mental action involved fh feats of this nat- 
ure would seem to be quite mechanical and 
vuintelligent. In the newspapers of Jan- 
uary, 1830, there are accounts of an egtraor- 
dinary man, who was known as Memory- 
corner Thompson.“ This man, although he 
could hardly remember any thing he heard, 
could yet retain perfectly the names and de- 
scriptions of large collections of objects that 
met his eye. He could take an inventory of 
the contents ot a house from cellar to attic 
merely by surveying them, and could 
afterward write it out from mem- 
ory. He could draw from recollec- 
tion accurate plans of many Lon- 
don parishes and districts, with every 
street, alley, public building, public house, 
etc., duly noted, down to the minutest 
topographical detail, such as pumps, trees, 
bow-windows and posts, all correctly 
marked. Conspicuous instances of this me- 
chanical kind of memory are to be found 
among the famous mental calculators. Jed- 
ediah Buxton was a celebrity of this kind 
about the middie of the last century. He 
had but little education and, indeed, was 
not able to write his ownname. But m 
arithmetic and in abstruse calculations his 
powers were wonderful. The following 
is a specimen of the problems which, when 
put to the test, he solved mentally in a few 
minutes: Find how many cubical eighths of 
an inch there are in à quadrangular mass 
* 23.145,789 yards long, 2,642,732 
yards e and 54,95 yards thick. When 
in London in 1784 he was taken to see Gar- 
rick as Richard III. at Drury Lane. The
